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BANNOCK BRAVES 
HUNT TROUBLE 


They Threaten to Fight It Out 
With the Settlers. 


BAD WHITES, BAD INDIANS. 


Red 


There Are Ugly Rumors of 
Men Massacred and Settlers 
Shot Down. 


POCATELLO, Idaho, July 23.—At Ban- 
nock Indian Agency, thirteen miles north of 
here, those in authority who are ih posses- 
sion of all the facts obtainable do not be- 
lieve the trouble in the Jackson Hole coun- 


try can possibly reach a final settlement 
now without more shed. 

The rumors current here last night re- 
garding depredations of agreturning band 
of Bannocks and their killing of three white 
settlers cannot be further confirmed. Not 
more than fifty Indians have so far re- 
turned to the immediate vicinity of the 
agency, and they will not talk. 

Although it can be positively stated that 
the rumored danger in this immediate vicin- 
ity is without foundation, it is confidently 
believed, from the advices brought daily 
by the Indian police from the scene of the 
recent trouble in Nonmhwestern Wyoming, 
that there will be other clashes there be- 
tween the Indians and settlers and tough 
characters in the Jackson Hole country. 
The Indian police as a rule are Indians firet 
and police afterwards, and evidently made 
A report to their brother braves, for almost 


every able-bodied Bannock has between the 


return of the police and this time decamped 
for the scene of the trouble. From the most 
trusted police it is learned that many of the 
Indians who were apparently returning to 
their homes have said they were taking 
their wives and pappooses home to the res- 
ervation and then would return to see“ the 
white men at Jackson’s Hole. 

These clashes in that region are yearly re- 
currences, and there seems a determination 
on both. sides to settle the question as to 
whether the Indians have a right to hunt in 
that country regardless of State game laws. 
The Indians will not ve up their old 
ground without a struggle and the settlers 
and the tough characters, far worse than 
Indians, are determined to give the red men 
such severe treatment that they will not re- 
turn next year. 

The correspondent learned that at least 
100 bucks are absent from the reservation, 
and nearly all their leaves of absence ex- 
pired some time ago. 

Agent Teters has begun a thorongh inves- 
tigation of the trouble and is making a trip 
28 the Jackson Hole eauntry on horse - 
back. He ts expected back ed ‘ 
and authoritative statements can then 
secured, although even he cannot foretell 
just what will be done by the Indians who 
are plotting a return to their disputed hunt- 
ing grounds unincumbered by their families. 
It is the general opinion at the agency that 
the Bannock braves cannot be brought back 
without the use of Federal troops. 


REPORTED MASSACRE. 


Slaying of 17 Indians in a Canyon by 
Their White Captors. 


MARKET LAKE, Idaho, July 23.—On July 
18 thirty men left Jackson’s Hole to arrest 
all Indians breaking the game laws of Wyo- 
ming. In Hoback Canyon they surprised 
a camp of seventeen Indians and took them 
all prisoners, and started with them for 
Jackson's Hole. In the canyon they tried 
to escape, and all the Indians were killed 
excepting one Bepooes, who was brought in- 
to Jackson’s Hole. Johnson N. Carnes, a 
squawman, and the oldest settler in Jack- 
son's Hole, has gone over into Idaho, and 
says every settier in Jackson's Hole will be 
butchered. There were 300 Bannock war- 
riors on Hoback River when Carnes was 
there, and he says all squaws have been 
gent away and that the bucks are daily join- 
ing the main band. Jackson’s Hole settlers 
are now intrenched, awaiting attack. Un- 
less the cavalry gets there quick every set- 
tler between Jackson's Hole and this rail- 
way station is in danger of massacre.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., July 23.—In conver- 
sation to-day Gov. Richards said he be- 
lieved the Indian police would be able to ar- 
rest all the Indians who are now off their 
reservations, and that if they experienced 
any difficulty the regulars would be ordered 
out to assist them. This Indian trouble 
must be settled quickly,“ said the vernor, 
“and unless the Washington authorities 
take decisive action soon, I will make a 
State matter of it and order out the State 
troops to arrest all of the roving Indians 
who are causing the trouble and turn them 
over to the authorities. I am determined 
that the Indians shall be made to respect 
the laws of the State as well as their white 
neighbors. The authorities at Washington 
do not seem to understand the situation and 
are careless in regard to correspondence on 
the subject.

Until his death no one but his family knew 
that his name was Robert. This arbitrary, 
unlegalized change became important when

Ordinance Compelling Street Car 
Companies to Clean Streets. 


VERY EXPLICIT IN ITS TERMS. 


Provisions Which Cannot Be Overlooked 
and Which, if Enforced, Would Save 
the City Thousands ef Dollars. 


There is an ordinance affecting the street 
railway companies in regard to street clean- 
ing which, as far as can be learned, has 
never been enforced since it became a law. 
If it were enforced it would save the city 
thousands of dollars annually. There is a 
penalty attached to violation, and each 
day's violation is made a separate offense. 
Yet not a move has been made to enforce 
this ordinance, which has been a law for 


years. 
The section is 1287 Revised Ordinances, 
1892, page 970, and it reads as follows: 
„Streets and approaches to be kept clean— 
All street railroad companies in St. Louis 
shall keep free from mud, snow and dust 
the approaches to their cars im use at 
the termini of their lines, whether main 
lines or extensions, and at the stables and 
power-houses of the companies, and all 
other 123 where the cars stop, other- 
wise than momentarily to receive or dis- 
charge passengers, and shall maintain clean 
and proper footways between the cars 
of the main line and the extension where 
passengers are transferred; and shall keep 
the streets occupied by them between the 
rails and between the tracks where there 
is a double track or more, and for a space of 
12 inches outside of each rail, in clean condi- 
tion by the removal of all snow, dirt, dust, 
mud and offal therefrom. The snow, dust, 
dirt, mud and offal shall be hauled away 


by the railroad companies, and shall not be 


deposited on the streets. Every day upon 
which any company fails to comply with 
this section shall constitute a separate of- 
fense, and the corporation, company, or the 
President, Superintendent or Manager there 
of, offending, shall, on conviction, be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and be 
fined not less than $5 nor more than $500 
for each offense.”

Finally one side of the boulevard in front 

of Bell place and Kingsbury place, and on 

the other in front of Oakland was com- 
leted.

HO COMPROMIGE WITH MONOPOLY. 


The Railroad Committee of the Council 
should be thoroughly convinced by prac- 
tical experiment that attempting to com- 
promise with a monopoly is an unprofit- 
able business. 

The committee has been waiting upon 
the officers of the Bridge Combine and 
the representatives of the Manufacturers’ 
Association and the Business Men's 
League to come to some agreement re- 
garding the limit of switching charges to 
be incorporated in the Belt Line ordi- 
nance. The negotiations are a failure be- 
rause the Combine declines to recede from 
the terms it offered. It insists upon tak- 
ing the franchise upon its own terms or 
hot at all. 

This attitude of the Combine is a fine 
txample of monopoly insolence. Although 
an applicant for a franchise of great 
value it impudently demands the privi- 
lege of dictating the terms of the fran- 
chise, and these terms are such as the 
business men of the city declare win be 
oppressive to its commercial interests. 

The combine is playing a bluff game, 
which should not deceive either the bust! 
ness men or the Councilmen. The latter 
Bhould get together, determine what 
Switching charges are fair and the Coun- 
cil should adhere to them. The Terminal 
Combine should be offered an ordinance 
upon these terms or none. 


REDUCING RAPID TRANSIT DANGERS. 


The local street car managers, apparent- 
ly for fear that something will be done 
that will limit their right to do whatever 
promises to bring money into their 
treasuries, are confusing the issue 
raised by the suggestion’ of the Post- 
Dispatch that cars be compelled 
to stop on near instead of far crossings. 
They say that too much time would be 
lost if the cars stopped at every crossing, 

The Post-Dispatch does not insist that 
the cars stop at every crossing, but 
that when a car must stop it stop at the 
near instead of the far crossing as a 
means of preventing accidents which 
might otherwise occur. The more the 
danger of accidents can be reduced the 
better, and this is a measure of reduction. 

But the street car managers also con- 
fuse the responsibility for accidents. They 
invariably lay it upon the people who 
insist, they say, upon speed no matter 
whether it is dangerous to the public or 
not. It is not the people, but the com- 
petition of the roads for traffic and earn- 
ings which tends to override all precau- 
tions for public safety. 

In the suburbs it would be a fair meas- 
ure Of protection to compel some of the 
lines to stop at all crossings or keep 
guards on their crossings. In the West 
End both the Lindell and Suburban roads 
run through long blocks, some of them 
over 1,000 feet in length, at high rates of 
speed. The Suburban road runs over a 
right of way west of Vandeventer. It 
has the privilege of running at the rate 
of twenty miles an hour. To say that 
cars running over street crossings at 
this great speed every three minutes is 
not dangerous is to affirm an ab- 
surdity. These crossings are more 
dangerous than steam railroad cross- 
ings where trains are infrequent and 
the noise of the locomotive gives warn- 
ing, yet steam railroads are compelied to 
maintain guards and gates. 

The streets of St. Louis are a web of 
tracks.

These began about two 
weeks ago, and all but a few of the coun- 
ties have now elected their delegates to 
the State Convention. 

What is the result? Not a single anti- 
silver delegate has been elected to the 
convention in the entire State. Gov. 
Stone and Mr. McCabe were badly beaten 
in their own counties. Bets are being of- 
ferred that Mr. McCabe, the “Sound 
Money” candidate for Governor, will 
not have one delegate in the convention. 

For United States Senator there are 
three free silver candidates against Gov. 
Stone, who ig running on a sound 
money” platform. The way this contest 
is going is shown by a vote taken on 
Saturday in one of the largest counties 
of the State. In that county the three 
free silver candidates obtained 1,649 votes 
at the primaries, and Gov. Stone ob- 
tained 43. 

Hereafter when readers of the gold 
Standard newspapers read the doctored 
news and inspired editorials about the 
decline of the silyer craze,” they should 
remember the case of Mississippi. 


THE CITY PRIMARIES. 


The Democratic City Central Commit- 
tee has acted wisely in deciding to hold 
regular primaries for the election of dele- 
gates to the Pertie Springs convention. 
This is a considerably more costly method 
than that of mass conventions, but the 
result is more likely to be reached with- 
out friction and without fraud. It is a 
comparatively easy matter to pack mass 
conventions with street railroad men and 
other employes of corporations to whom 
orders can readily be conveyed and who 
in this and other matters will act in 
concert. At the primaries every Demo- 
cratic voter will have an equal chance to 
cast his ballot and thus make his influ- 
ence felt in the selection of delegates. 

Moreover, if the gold men who claim to 
have a majority in St. Louls are de- 
termined to make a contest for the dele- 
gates, they will now have to come out 
into the open and declare themselves. 
They must name their judges and clerks 
and put up the money required for pri- 
maries under the State law, namely, $50 
per ward. ; 

If they make a contest in St. Louis and 
fail to contest the rest of the State, it will 
be a confession that they tried io elect 
delegates where they thought they had a 
chance and refrained elsewhere vecause 
they knew in advance that their efforts 
would be fruitless.

Before condemning Gov. Turney for a 
breach of etiquette in eating greens with 
a knife, taking off his collar and necktie 
to dance and putting his feet on the par- 
lor furnitu®@ at a receptio# it is neces- 
sary to discover what is the standard of 
etiquette in Tennessee.
